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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Super group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a cyclic octapeptides with an 'Arg-X^Asp' motif present 
in formula I. 

Super group II, claim(s) 8 and 9, drawn to use of peptide compounds for producing a 
medicament. 

The inventions listed as Super groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature in 
all groups is an octapeptide with formula I with a tripeptide motif "Arg-X 1 - Asp". Two common 
amino acid residues out of eight residues in an octapeptide is not a substantial contribution to the 
core structure. Therefore, there is no common structural feature shared by myriads of possible 
structures represented by formula I. Peptide represented by formula 1 cannot be a special 
technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because a cyclic octapeptide sequence having the "Arg- 
X^Asp" motif is known in the art (US 5,721,210 issued to Lobl, TJ. et al.,). Lobl, et al., teaches 
the synthesis and use of an octapeptide as an integrin receptor antagonist. 
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Within each super group, each peptide structure (or method of using it) is considered to 
constitute a separate invention. It would be a burden to examine all the inventions because, the 
generic formula of claim 1 not being novel, each structure must be searched separately 

Applicants are required, in reply to this action, to elect a single peptide with all the amino 
acids in the sequence properly defined to represent a single invention to which the claims shall 
be restricted if no linking claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the 
claims readable on the elected invention, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Claims 1 and 4-7 link the inventions (sequences) of super group I. The restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), 
claims 1-7. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to exami-nation in the instant 
application. Applicant s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. In reZiegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). 
See also MPEP § 804.01. 
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Claims 8 and 9 link the inventions (sequences) of super group II. The restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), 
claims 8 and 9. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to exami-nation in the instant 
application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. InreZiegler, 44 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCP A 1971).
